Gives  'Preview' 

Of  New  Program 

President  J.  W.  Jones  was  the 
guest  speaker  -at  the  Veterans  Club 
meeting,  Thursday,  February  28. 
He  presented  a  brief  history  of  the 
College,  lending  up  to  the  justifica¬ 
tion  nnd  purpose  of  college  expan¬ 
sion  on  campus. 

Evcr-inc  l  easing  enrollments  were 
one  of  Uie  justifications  for  college 
expansion.  President  Jones  pre¬ 
dicted.  "that  by  1960  there  will  be 
between  1900  and  2000  students,  en¬ 
rolled  at  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College.” 

To  Provide  for  Youth 

The  purpose  of  expansion,  as 
pointed  out  by  President  Jones,  "is 
to  provide  for  the  youth  of  north¬ 
west  Missouri  in  keeping  with  the 
trends  of  modern  times." 

President  Jones  used  colored 
slides  to  Illustrate  how  the  campus 
has  looked  in  the  past. 

President  Presents  Three  Points 

Thc^tlffilT'ol  planning  and  looking 
ahead,  predicting  the  needs  and  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  College  In  the 
future,  Is  by  no  means  an  easy 
task.  President  Jones  presented 
three  considerations  that  must  be 
accounted  for  in  the  expansion. 

1.  Site — where  the  buildings  are 
to  be  lo^!TteSr=This  factor  must  be 
studied  to  avoid  obsolete  arrange¬ 
ment  in  future  years.  Landscaping 
plays  an  Important  role  as  to  Uie 
location  of  a  particular  building  and 
Its  function  on  campus. 

2.  Relation  between  buildings 
and  Uielr  requirements. 

3.  Last,  but  not  least,  the  time 
element  Involved  in  construction.

Stated  Dr.  H.  D.  Peterson,  Director 
of  Athletics.  On  the  ground  west 
of  the  National  Guard  Armory 
three  full-sized  football  fields  and 
a  baseball  diamond  will  be  con¬ 
structed. 

Tlie  basebajl  diamond  will  be 
Used  by  Neal  Tremble,  head  base¬ 
ball  coach,  and  Ills  squad.  This  in 
turn  will  give  the  Intramural 
League  a  chance  for  a  diumond  of 
their  own  for  Intramural  play.
